I believe tliat in proportion 
as yta artists bear tliis vital Irutli in our minds 
will be tlie dignity and lasting value of our 
achievements, and the inlluonce and authority 
of the noble arts vou have j\ist toasted.'' 

— William Jlorris, ivhu adds to Iris gift of 
poesy that of tasto in house fmuiture, saya : 
« BluefaridJ^^vJiito plates and dishes orB -.very 
beautifbl- In thelriproper places— on the table

Englisli painting 
has for long exhibited a determined I'ur.dness 

for the commonplace. From tho date of it? 
revival in the hands of Hogarth it has been 
faitliful in its devotion to the more familiar 
aspects of life, and in its desire to reproduce 
the facts and feelings of ordinary experience. 
' NocJa'thero any reason why even within these 
"limits English artists should not reap a rich 
hatvestof true pictorial beauty. The failure 
at any rate, if falteq there be, tyfll not depend 
upon the comraontiess of the chosen material, 
but upon the insufficiency of the means em- 
ployed for its translation into tho realms of 
art." It is too often forgotten that the sim- 
plicity of the subject carries with it no excuse 
for imperfect and unirnined perception ; and 
it is, perh.ips, somewhat hastily assumed that 
art can afford to dispense witli its ovrn refine- 
ment wlien it is employed upon the coarser 
elements of life. To such fallacies as these 
we may ascribe the failure of so much Eng- 
lish paintin^ to enoble the simple stuff that 
has served it for subject."

The New Process (MTCpiiTertins 
.'' iron into sieeir ' 

«. ■;• 5ai8^"new process of converting ffOB \ntt) 
' steel continues to excite great attention, and 
many speculations are indulged in as to the 
prutKkblc result of the experiments. The gen- 
eral inif rossion is that the discovery will have 
the most in^rtant bearing upon' tho iron 
trade of botlrBBj^and and;, Scotland..; It is 
well kriowVi that the ironstone which aliounds 
so largely in GIftvelaod — one authority esti- 
mating tbatf-ihsLrmain seam alone should 
yield 5,00^«00,»e0 tons — is not of very high 
quality, and contsins that which preyionsly 
rendered it totally unfit for courersion into 
steel — a loo large percentage of phosphorus. 
For a time that seemed of little uiom»nt. The 
rise of the iron trade in the north of BngUnd 
was almost contemporaneous with the dis- 
covery and utilisation of this ore, and so great 
was the demaad for it in itp manufucturcd 
state, both as rails and ship {ilates, that there 
was little necessity for trying to invent any 
other method of working it than the one then 
in use. But as years went on, the rail and 
plate trade began, to decline, and so marked 
has this decline\ibecn in recent timesj that 
there has been almost a collapse in OlevplRnd, 
at least in the first of these important articles 
of manufacture. The whole aspect of things, 
however, appears likely to undergo a chfliigo 
as tho result of the recent discovery. Al- 
though the experiments are yet in their infan- 
cy, they have been so far gratifying as to 
almost warrant h.i7.arding of an opinion that 
even commercially tliny an- likely to prove 
successful, for by the aid of the new process 
Bolckow, Vauglian & Co. are likely to produce 
a really good steol from Cleveland ore at a 
small extra cost. One of the chief features 
of the new system is' .the- nse of the basic 
lining for the Bessemer converter, between 
which and.tho phosphoric acid extracted from 
tho ore there, is, to use a technical term, a 
chemical affinity. The Dessemer converter is 
lined with tliis mntcrial, which is not only 
comparatively cheap, but is capable of resisting 
intense heat as well as the chemical wash and 
attrition of the metal in the converter. As 
the result of two e.tpcriments it was found 
'.hat by this process tlic percentage of phos- 
phori's in the "to-l j.mrl.,<-prl woo only -O'; o = 
as compared with 1-5 per cent, in the pig-iron 
used. The contrivance of this basic or mag- 
nesian limc-stone lining for the furnace cost 
the inventors years of hard work, but they 
seem to have had their reward, for it would 
appear that the ^ new process.may bo applied 
with equarsucc'ess to^thb open hearth of the 
Siemens as to tho Bessemer system. 

The steel resulting from the new process 
has never been put to any practical use except 
to A very hmited extent, so that it is not de- 
sirable to say too much regarding it till that 
has been done, but it is gratifying to know 
that as an English firm has been the first to 
introduce the new method, a Scotch one has 
been the first to place an order in their hands 
for a supply of the Cleveland steel. Tb« firm 
referred, to is that of John Elder & Co., the 
well-known Clyde shipbuilders who, we un- 
derstand, are to get the first COO tons for nso 
in the cbnstruotion of the steel vessel they are 
to build for the Donald Currie, Capo Line. If 
the steel should turn out what is expected of 
It the Messrs. Elder will require- further sup- 
plies, and once its applicability to sfaip-build- 
Ing purposes has been tested, and found suc- 
cessful, Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan 4; Co. will 
ho ready to execute further orders. In the 
meantime, it is believed they prefer not to form 
any engagements until the quality of tho 
plates has been tested on the Clyde. 

It is not at all improbable that Cleveland 
may take the lead, as it has done before, but 
if the Scotch ironmasters are wise enough to 
follow the leanings in favor of steel as com- 
pared with iron, there is no reason why Scot- 
land should not retain her pcnition as one ut 
the seats of sucli an important industry. In 
the meantime, there is only one steel manu- 
factory in Scotland, that of the .Steel ('.j:ii;.any 
at Newton, near Glasgow, wlien; ihe HiMi:eiis 
process has been carried on for .^oiiie lime 
with gratifying success. But they are not 
likely to have tlie field to themselves much 
longer, for we understand the Mossend Iron 
Company -are making arrangements to com- 
mence :the manufacture of .-steel, and it is be- 
lieved a s'imiiar course' isicontemplatetl both ni 
Parkhcad and 'the' '•Clydesdale Ironworks. 
Nor is this the only result likely to follow 
from the prominence which steel, for con- 
structive purposes, is beginning to assume, 
for there hiia been some talk about the fonua- 
tion of a company to acquire the Blochaii n 
Ironworks at Glasgow, for the puriiose of 
starting the manufnctilre of steel. If Cleve- 
land ore, so largely chajged with phosphorus, 
can he transformed into good* sorviceiible 
steel, there seems no reason why Scotland 
•hould have anythiHg to fear, as her ironstone 
is more suited for conversion into steel than 
that of Clevelahd. Once the experiments in 
the north of England have been fully 'e«tal>. 
lishcd aa a siiccess, all that is wanted is that 
the ironmasters 'should adapt themsclres to 
altered circumstances; Such a change may 
be tlie speedy ^ heralding pf (ulme. years of 
prosperity. 



How Some Messages Imve l;ee« 
Sent. 

A curious ITst might be made of the strange 
methods'employedjnrtransmitting many im- 
portant" his'torical messages. The intelligence 
which enabled 'Cyrus tO'overthrow the Median 
monarchy was conveyed in the body of a hare 
sent bun ns a present. The instigator of tht 
Ionian revolt against Persia sent his agent, a 
trusty slave, witli verbal orders to shave lim 
head, when the necessary iiislruttions ap- 
peared traced on the skin beneath. During 
Jlohamraed's wars letttrs of this kind were 
frequently plaited in the long hair ui' female 
liases. The mediaival fashion of writing in 
ink which only became visible when held to 
the fire ia well known ; but Cardinal Riche- 
lieu 'SUrp^s'ed eVen this by his device of a 
di8p«tiih'wti.03e 'alternate lines made an en- 
tirely di|rerentJsens.(i' from that of the letter as 
a wholSi dn's' of %e French chiefs'''of'the 
Fronde war concealed an important letter in 
a raast«d crab. Warren Hastings, when block- 
aded in Benares by Cheyte Singh, apprised the 
English army of his situation by dispatches 
written upon roUed-up slips of parchment, 
which hia messengers carried in their cars, 
injstead of the quills usually worn there. The 
letter which recalled Gen. Kaufmann to tho 
relief of Samarcand, when besieged by the 
Bokhariotes in June, 1868, was stitched up in 
the sandal of a royal native. It is even stated 

though tho story certainly savors of a 

Munchftuseniam— that a French spy, in 1870, 
carried i yhotbgrafhicidispatclifthrougH^the 
German lines in the'hJllbWof one of his false 
teeth.—

THE BRIDGE MATTER. 



We linvo I'c.-ail the Fiiiaiico ^Iini.st(!r'K 
jeremiad in the Uovcrniueiit organ and 
candidly confess tUat-it has not excited 
our sympatliy. .Tlie tei*m " little band 
oE gix'cdy and hungry malcontents" as 
applied to those jiicnibers of tlie I Cousc 
who repcsed eonfidonce (not wisely but 
too well) in the pledges of the (Jovern- 
ment, aiid the fling at the editor of this 
journal, comes Avith exceedingly bad 
grace from a Minister who of all men 
is noted for liis lovo of filthy lucre — a 
kind of political DANiF.r, Danct.h, the 
miser, who used to sit on his food to 
warm it, imagining liiinsolf too poor to 
buy the wliorowithal for a lire ! Such 
peurile and conteraptij^lo insinuations 
must pass unheeded by those at whom 
■ they are leveled ; and we should not now 
be found referring to the Finance I\lin- 
ister's wail if the silly little crcaturehad 
not strengthened the position which we 
assumed on Thursday. 
. - J^^e have charged that the Clovern- 
crnmcnli wilfully and disgracefully de- 
ceived its followers as to the nature of 
the vote of §4500 for Victoria City. 
The Finance Minister endeavors to ex- 
plain away that charge bv quoting from 
the report of proceedings in the House 
on the 27th March last^ whenMr.VVAii- 
- KEM, being asked by a member to what 
purjDOse it was intended to apply the 
sum asked for, replied that it was in- 
tended "■for the use of Victoria Citij 
District for general work." The quo- 
tation is correct The reply iras 
made by the Premier. Now Int 
anyone turn to the correspondonco 
tetweeu the Premier and Messrs. Wil- 
son and AViLLiA.Ms (published to-day) 
and ho will find that jn-evious to giving 
that answer the Government had met 
the members of the House in caucus 
and had consented that "the appro- 
priation should — if agreeable to the 
Esquimalfc members — be combined with 
the balance of the $3500 for Victoria 
and Esquimau District, bridge repairs, 
etc., and expended on the construction 
of a sssiiig bridge from the fr^nt. nf 
Johnson street to the Indian reserve." 
We ask any man whoso eyes are not 
.- blinded by Governmental favors grant- 
ed or anticipated, whether the state- 
ment of the Premier in the House can 
be made to harmonize with the under- 
standing which was had "incaucus" with 
the Goveimment supporters previous to 
the estimates being brought down? 
Indeed^-thero is a direct conflict be- 
tween' the two statements; and wo are 
bound in fairness to say that the 
weight of evidence is on the side of the 
city members. In his speech at the 
Town Hall not only did Mr. Wilso.n 
produce documentary evidence that 
convicted the Government of falsehood 
and treachery, but furnished the names 
of members who "in caucus" objected 
to any vote for Victoria City "roads, 
streets and bridges," unless other Muni- 
cipalities were similarly favored. i\lr. 
Abrams, member for Naniiimo, was 
particularly pronounced on this point, 
and his objections were only .silenced 
by a pledge from the Premier that it 
would be expended'in the construction 
of a bridge at the foot of Johnson 
street, he considering it a benefit not 
con6ned to Victoria. It was the 
bridge, then, the Premier referred to in 
the term "general works" as applied to 
the appropriation. Indeed, Mr. Huji- 
PHREYS, a member of the Government, 
has been publicly quoted as saying that 
he heard the Premier declare that he 
was impressed with the necessity of the 
bridge and that he intended to build it 
this yearl! Mr. Humpiikevs' state- 
ment has passed imchallen$;ed to this 
moment. The Finance Minister in his 
wishywashy article avoids all reference 
to his colleague's statement, nor does 
he explain how or why- a jieriod of six 
months has been allowed to elapse 
without the City Council being in- 
formed as to the object it was intended 
to expend the appropriation upon. 

We repeatnow, what we said on Thurs- 
day, that the Government have acted in 
inexcusably bad faith with the House, 
the City members, the City and the 
Country. They intended the grant to 
be used in the division of Victoria har- 
bor; and announced their intention in 
the words " general works." After the 
adjournment of the House, for reasons 
best known to themselves, they receded 
from their pledge. All that can be rea- 
sonably asked of the public to day is to 
read the corriispondcnce and draw their 
own conclusions therefrom.

Had it not 
been for your presence to inspire tho men 
tlie day would have been lost,' and then 
lie gave me his watch and chain in token 
of his gratitude."

Largo quanti 
ties have been purciiased, and consider- 
able funds have already found thoir 
way into the hands of the farmers to 
be trnnsforred in turn to tho tills of 
till'; country merchant, and thence re- 
mitted to wholesale nieji in the cities, 
I'lie prices of wiieat, peas, barley, rye, 
butter and cheese, aro advancing, and 
the demand, therefore, bids fair to in- 
crease. Dry goods men speak cheer- 
fully of tko situation, and grocers an- 
ticipate the best fall business experi- 
enced for many years. Hardware and 
iron merchants have also a more en- 
coaraging tinae before them. Among 
the leather merchants a very buoyant 
feeling exists, induced by an increased 
volunio of business at more remunera- 
tive prices. Boot and shoe manufac- 
turers are quite jubilant over the re- 
vival of trade, and predict still better 
times ahead. In brief, nearly every 
branch of trade is improving. Slanu- 
factures are beginning to flourish, and 
the signs of tho times indicate tiiat 
Canada is on the threshold of an era 
of commercial prosperity-"

Dr. Christian has projiosed in the 
principal German and Swiss journals 
something which he regards as better 
than -water-cure, milk-cure, whey-cure, 
or grape-cure, viz: Night-air cure. 
"Open j'our windows," says Dr. Chris- 
tian, "and allow tho cool spirits of the 
night to enter your chamber, and to 
.sweeten and calm your dreams." Miss 
Nightingale advanced the theory tbat 
night air was absolutely harmless to the 
sick ; but Dr. Christian goes further, 
and declares that it will make them 
well. 

The potato blight has become wide- 
spread in Ireland, and may be noticed 
in every potato gardenandfield through- 
out the country. 

In Sir John Shaw-Leferve. who died 
lately, at the ags of 83, England has 
lost — so thinks the London Times — 
one wlio.se whole life was spent in de- 
votion to his country's services. 

Truth declares that, according to the 
calculacions made by the managers of a 
leading London hotel, Americans are 
more enconomical than Englishmen, be 
cause, as a rule, they drink no wine at 
dinner. 

The police have found posted on a 
house near DronicoUoher a notice 
threatening tho fate of Lord Leitrim 
to any person who would buy the 
land of 'a woman hamed^Gussen,^^^ 
sokl by tho Sheriflf"a'''day or two after. 
Tlie slierift'on going there to Bell got 
no bid. 

An Irish ten.ant farmer, writing in 
the Times, says: "There can be no 
doubt^tha^-'ampngithis^s farmers of 
Ireland-tber^'i8^ai:^)r^ distress — 
no^ caused, though, by high rents or 



landlord oppregsion, but by their own 
want of industry and thrift, as well aa 

by extravagance." 

The Standard, of Aug. 20. dryly re- 
marks: "England, we understand, is 
the only European country which has 
not been officially invited to send mili- 
tary officers to witness, the Bussian 
military manoeuvres, which commence 
on Monday next, in which upward of 
a hundred thousand troops will take 
part. " 

Tho Cologne Gazette states tbut 
large sv/arms of a species of butterfly 
have appeared .in the Bhine district, 
between Neuwied and Siegen, and tho 
agricultural press of Germany pub- 
lishes long accounts of tho destruction 
caused by the caterpillars in various 
other localities. The insects appear to 
be spreading from the east westward. 
Tho Province of Saxony, up to the 
present time, has suffered most from 
this visitation. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette states that on 
a single day recently somo 3,000 pil- 
grims set out for Lourdes, many of 
them being pauper invalids who arc 
being taken to the miraculous grotto 
by charitable persons. Those who are 
better oft', and the wealthier of the 
clergy, however, still seem to prefer 
Vichy and watering-place.s. The Ultra- 
montane papers point out that the 
number of pilgrims io, Lourdes is 
double what it was last year. 

The Leeds Mercury states that it is 
currently ropcrted among iron and 
eoal merchants at Cardiff Docks that a 
Sheffield firm has just .secured an order 
for 30,000 ton.s steel rails for America. 
The English price was .£4 17.s. Gd. per 
ton, which was less than had been oCf- 
ercd by competing firms in America. 
Following, as this does, a good con- 
tract secured by an English firm for 
tho supply of steel rails to America, it 
is looked upon as a sign of revival in 
trade, and the matter is giving rise to 
considerable feelings of gratification. 

Immediately after tho wrecking of 
the splendid buildings — The Mallow 
Christian Brothers' Monastery and 
Schools at Cork — they .were taken pos- 
session of by the Royal Irish Consta- 
bulary, on tho 28th of April, to pre- 
vent any further injury being done to 
the magnificent buildings. The consta- 
bulary continued in occupation until 
Aug. 8t'i, T,-liGn possession of the 
Monastery and schools was given to 
the Eev. Alexander Morrissy, C. C, 
who then put a caretaker in charge, 
The schools had then been closed nearly 
twenty -one weeks. 



Tho Horrors of tlio Place do Qrovo. 



The Place de Greve is one of the 
strangest corners of Paris. If the 
stones could cry out, what tales of hor- 
rible injustice they would tell. In the 
old days Paris flocked to the Place as 
it does to-day to the Place do la Con- 
corde. Whenever there was a grand 
festival, an execution, a procession, 
a fight, it was apt to be on the Place 
de Greve. Long before the construc- 
tion of the first Hotel de Ville, there 
stood on the site which it was destined 
subsequently to occupy a great ugly 
pillared block, called the "Maison aux 
Pilter" and there the gallants and 
maidens, gay in their thirteenth cen- 
tury costumes, were wont to meet for 
dance, for song, and for debauch. In 
the early years of tho fourteenth cen- 
tury the Place de Greve became the 
official locality for public executions. 
Thenceforward through the ages it was 
rendered execrable in the minds of all 
good and orderly folks by the memory 
of the horrible scenes v.-hich had taken 
place upon it. In tho year 1310, a 
l)riest, a woman- named Margaret Poret, 
and a Jew, -were burned alive there 
for heresy. Tho historians do not 
inform us what particular heretical 
doctrines were entertained by the priest, 
but it is more explicit with regard to 
Margaret, It appears that tho unfor- 
tunate woman, who was the tiuthor of 
several treatises on theology and mor- 
als, had written the following phrase 
"The soul lost in God is above virtue 
and no longer has any need of it. 
When one has arrived at a certain 
degree of goodnes.s, one cannot go be- 
yond that." The doctors of the timo 
thought that this was not quite clear- 
in which opinion 1 thoroughly concur- 
and so they put their heads together 
and decided that Margaret should go 
to the stake, and she went. Hundreds 
of men and women were burned and 
hanged for the most trivial oflences. 
In those days one thought no more of 
seeing a man hanging to a gibbet in 
the centre of the town than one now 
thinks of seeing a quarter of meat 
displayed in a butcher shop. Louis 
Eleventh had a' gibbet on the Place de 
Greve, and Victor Hugo and Walter 
Scott have given us splendid pictures 
of the brutality and indecency of his 
hangmen, Even a joke concerning the 
place of execution frequently cost a 
man innocent of every other crime his 
life. It is on record that in the seven- 
teenth century Claude Lopetel, a poet 
who had allowed liirascif the pleasure of 
making fun of the Place do Greve, was 
hanged there because of his verses, 
ilany a worse poet was doubtless spar- 
ed. It took but little in those times 
to bring the accusation of sorcery upon 
a man. One poor mountebank, who 
gained his living by exhibiting a learn- 
ed sow, who sat upon her hind legs, 
and holding a distaff in her four trot- 
ters, came to the pile of fagots in the 
Place de Greve, because . some, stupid 
fellow accused him of whichcraft.-

At the ilansion House, a few weeks 
ago, before Alderman Sir Andrew 
Lusk, M.P., a welUlressed young -wo- 
man, 24 years of age, who gave the 
assumed name of Louisa Egerton, was 
brought iip' for examination on a charge 
of obtaining money by false pretences 
from Mrs. Gate, housekeeper of the 
Great Britain land-office in Cheapside. 
The prisoner went to the office after 
business hours on the 9th inst., and re 
presented that she was the niece of Mr. 
Mikeham, tho actuary ; that her sister 
was dying, and that she wanted her 
uncle to cash a check for .£50. Her 
manner was so plausible and she ap- 
peared to be in such distress of mind 
that Mrs. Gate was thrown completely 
off her guard. She at first oflered to 
let the prisoner have .a half-sovereign, 
but she rejected the offer scornfully, 
and Mrs. Gate was induced to let her 
have £1 lOs. Before she left she ask- 
ed for writing materials and addressed 
a letter to Mr. Mikeham, calling him 
her "dear uncle," and informing him 
that she had called to get cash for a 
cheque, that his " good housekeeper " 
had kindly lent her some money, and 
that she would call on the following 
!Monday to see him. INIr. Mikeham was 
perfectly astonished on reading tho 
letter, as the prisoner was an entire 
stranger to him. ■ 

A gentleman addressing the Alder- 
man said ho wished to bring down be- 
fore the notice of the Court a matter 
that had caused him a groat deal of 
annoyance, and iir respect to which he 
wi.shed to make a public contradiction. 
Prisoner called at his establishment 
during his absence, stating that she 
particularly wished to see him, and 
finding he was absent, she wrote a let- 
ter in which ,she addressed him as 
"dear Robert," reiirosenting that ho 
was her husband, and that ho had de- 
serted her. The letter stated in most 
touching language that she was in Lon- 
don for the purpose of looking after 
him, and she implored him "for God's 
sake," to return home and forget all 
that had passed. The letter further 
went on to say that she had expended 
all her means; that she was in London 
quite destitute, and that their baby 
was dying. She implored him to re- 
turn home, if not for her sake, for that 
of their "dear child." Tho letter con- 
cluded with "from your own poor, lost, 
and abandoned wife, Margaret." This 
letter was left open and tho contents 
became known to tho clerks and others 
connected -with his establishment and 
had caused the greatest possibje an- 
noyance; therefore he was anxious , to 
state publicly that there was not a 
word of truth in the letter. 

Sir Andrew Luskjasked the gentle- 
man whether ho knew anything of the 
prisoner. ^ . . . 

The gentleman replied that to his 
knowledge he had never seen her in his 
life until she was in custody upon the 
present charges. 

Sir Andrew Lusk — Then, of course, 
there is no foundation for her state- 
ment that she is your -wife? 

The gentlemen replied, "Certainly 
not. I iiiay addd that. I have not got 
a wife.'" [Laughter, in which the 
prisoner joined.) 

Pritjoner was then ch:;.rgcd with 
having stolen a locket and chain from 
a house in Barnsbury, and it transpir> d 
in the course of the inquiry that she 
is the same person who was charged 
some time back with forging a check 
in the name of Sir J. Astloy Cooper. 
On this charge she was committed for 
trial at tho Central Criminal Couut, 
but when the case came on the pros- 
ecution was abandoned on account of 
the prisoner's youth, in the belief that 
she had been a dupe in the hands of 
other parties. — London Telegraph, Aug. 
20th.
